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ture, that is, hold the throttle wide 
open, close your eyes and don’t shut 
off until you hear the sound of rend- 
ing metal or flesh. 

Now just picture trying to go 
down that kind of hill. This then 
leaves you the option of attempting 
to get up the remainder of the hill 
under your own power (most un- 
likely), or recruiting the aid of some- 
one else.

Just at that moment, I saw a flash 
of gold (what? another Yamaha 
identical to mine?) lurch to a stop 
no less than a yard away. He fired 
up the stalled engine and proceeded 
to churn a rooster tail, bury the rear 
wheel and fry away at his clutch, all 
to no avail. 

I smiled inwardly. Finally the 
other rider stopped his pathetic ef- 
forts and looked around hopefully. 

I waved and said, “Whattaya say 
we help each other up, fellow Yam- 
mie rider?” 

He nodded in agreement and sug- 
gested that we get his up the hill 
first, because it seemed to be the 
most natural line.

forward motion and the rear wheel 
digs a trench. 

This leaves you one of several op- 
tions. The first and most obvious 
thought is to descend the hill and 
take another run at it. More often 
than not, getting back down one of 
these hills is like trying to beat a 
rattlesnake to death with a Twinkie. 
It can be done, but chances are 
youre going to get hurt in the 
process. 

Why? Simple. There are usual- 
ly several hundred big-eyed, panic 
inspired riders just like yourself, try- 
ing to come up that hill. Most of

Theres this club in Southern 
California (they'll remain nameless) 
that delights in making big hills a 
part of their events. When youre 
on the top of one of their killer hills, 
you can barely see the bottom. 
Which is a good thing. Because if 
you could see the bottom, your 
socks would probably roll up and 
down like a broken window shade. 

What Im trying to say is that 
these hills are flat scary. Descend- 
ing them is much like playing Rus- 
sian Roulette with a bow and arrow. 
You can tell right away if you're in 
trouble or not. 

But at least when you start down 
one of these nightmare hills, you 
know that you'll reach the bottom in 
one fashion or another. Gravity will 
do its part and, with or without your 
assistance, the bike will eventually 
find its way down the hill. 

Which brings us to the hard part 
—getting up the front part of the 
hill, so you can get down the back 
side of the hill. Some of the climbs 
are nearly impossible (for years I’ve 
been convinced that they lay out 
much of the course from a helicop- 
ter). To even consider making it 
up these hills, the rider must get 
one helluva run at it and keep the 
machine moving. Miss one gear, or 
bobble just a hair, and the bike loses 
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made it to the top. I sat down on a 
rock to catch my breath and mopped 
the stinging salt out of my eyes with 
the collar of my T-shirt. 

“Okie-doakie, now lets go get 
mi... ,” I started to say, only to 
be interrupted by the sound of the 
guy I had just helped bump-starting 
his bike down the hill. 

“Hey, wait just a damn minute, 
you dirty son of a...” But it was 
too late. He was gone. And left 
me standing there with my finger in

Most Japanese trail bikes, includ- 
ing your Suzuki, will handle better 
with a 21-inch front wheel. The 
larger diameter will give the bike 
more rake and trail, which most of 
the small trail bikes need. Handling 
will slow down and the bike will 
track better over rough ground.

A leading link front suspension, 
like the Van Tech, does wonders for 
most Japanese trailbikes’ front ends. 
We would definitely suggest the 
swap if you can afford it. 

Rear shocks are a matter of per- 
sonal taste. We like Konis the best, 
but there are other types of acces- 
sory shocks that work well and are 
often cheaper: Ceriani, Maverick, 
Girling, Boge, etc. You should prob- 
ably run 60-90 or 88-pound Girling 
springs because of your weight. In- 
stall a pair of wide MX handlebars, 
too. 

Try the mail-order advertisers in 
DIRT BIKE for a set of Magura or 
Tomaselli levers. 

Before doing any extensive work 
on your Kawwie, give some thought 
to the financial implications. It might 
be better to get into a serious race 
bike if that is where your head is.

It 
can take a reasonable amount of 
punishment. 

There is probably nothing wrong 
with your oil injection system. Small 
displacement bikes don’t use much 
oil. If it is going to keep you awake 
nights worrying, have your dealer 
check it out, or get a service manual 
and do it yourself. Removing the 
pump and tank will save some 
weight, but might cut down on the 
performance slightly.

That aint half bad—probably the 
lightest 250 on the market . . . hey, 
where you going, young fellow?” 
“Be back in a sec,” was the reply. 
Two minutes later, the door to the 
shop swung open, this time admit- 
ting four kids—two of them carrying 
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After weighing the 350 Pursang, we put Superlady 
MXer Janene Pennington on the scale. What? Only

In almost 
every shop that we visited, there was 
some wag who claimed that the 
method we were using wasn’t accur- 
ate.

We arrived at the 
shops unannounced and picked new 
dirt bikes at random.

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bike hard. Steering was quick and 
responsive, with no overt tendencies 
to crab in on the rider. 

Because of the very light front 
end, the rider had to pay particular 
attention to his body position on the 
harder packed corners. Here, a shift 
forward in the saddle was needed to 
keep the front end from washing out. 
If there was a berm, or soft loose 
ground, the rider could just remain 
in the normal seating position and 
still corner effectively. 

As long as the front end was bit- 
ing, the rider could let the rear end 
move around somewhat. On smooth 
corners, one could forget about the 
rear end hop and let the back of the 
bike power out in a predictable 
square-off / slide. 

We ran the machine at a number 
of tracks, one of them Rawhide Park, 
and the test riders commented on the 
ease of directional change, due in 
part to the extreme lightness of the 
machines. 

It truly can be tossed around like 
a 125 through Rawhide’s bumpy 
switchbacks. One thing which handi- 
capped cornering (other than the 
rear shocks) was the poor rear brake, 
operated by a cable. We simply 
could not go as deep into a corner 
as we felt the bike was capable of. 
Most of our stopping power..came 
by route of the crisp front brake. 
This unit worked well and the lever 
had a good feel to it. We only wish 


Even though the 250 looks like the 400, 
it’s a much better bike and far easier 
to ride. 
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and tuners will probably tamper with 
it and ruin it. It is easily Suzuki’s 
best dirt bike powerplant—perhaps 
the best one yet from Japan. 

But what about the handling, you 
ask? Not bad. Not bad at all. The 
rear end switchyness is present to a 
certain extent, but in nowhere near 
the stomach-wrenching proportions 
of the bigger 400. In fact, with a 
decent set of rear shocks in place of 
the stockers, most of what was pres- 
ent would disappear. 

Those shocks look razzle-dazzle all 
right, but didn’t do a good job. It’s a 
wonder the machine worked so well 
with them installed. At softer set- 
tings, they bottomed easily, and at 
the stiffer notches, a pogo stick sen- 
sation made itself known. A differ- 
ent set of springs would not help; 
the rider who buys a 250 MX will 
just have to pop for good (and ex- 
pensive) new shocks. The bike is 
light (226 pounds with some gas), 
so 60/90 progressive wound springs 
would be a good place to start for 
the rider of average weight. Konis or 
Curnutts should be considered. 

Once the rider made mental allow- 
ances for the existence of the shock 
situation, it was possible to work the

there is a display featuring all the 
motorcycles that Suzuki manufac- 
tures. Among the bikes is Joel Rob- 
ert’s 250 motocrosser—the World 
Champ bike. Parked next to it is the 
TM 250 production ’crosser. 

The similarity between the two 
machines is remarkable, with the 
major differences being in the cylin- 
der and forks. Most of the compo- 
nents look to be identical, at least 
with a quick eyeballing. Even Su- 
zukis most enthusiastic PR man 
won't claim that the production 
model is identical to Joel’s, but the 
factory has learned some things that 
they didn’t know when they built the 
400 MXs. 

On the first day that we had the 
TM 250 out in the boonies, our test 
riders were falling all over each 
other trying to get the first ride on 
the new Suzook. When each finally 
got his first quick putt, the comments 
were invariably the same, “Really 
neat, but the front end feels sloppy.” 

“HAmmmm,” we said, and gave the 
steering head bearings a quick check. 
Sure enough, they were loose enough 
to affect the handling. We propped 
the bike up, adjusted the hardware, 
and tried again. 

And surprise of surprises! It work- 
ed well. Very well. Even though the 
machine shares the appearance of 
the 400 MXer, it is a whole differ- 
ent ball game. One additional com- 
parison to the 400 is a must, and that 
is, the power band. While the 400 
had a whap-in-the-back pipey blast, 
the 250 displayed a solid, controll- 
able surge. The kind of surge that is 
usable and very easy to get just the 
right amount for a particular riding 
condition. 

The rider will not have to worry 
about stirring the gearbox madly to 
keep the machine moving during a 
directional change. Instead, under 
most conditions, the bike will lug 
and torque out of a corner like a ma- 
chine of much larger displacement. 
While the power at ultra-peak rpm 
is not as strong as something like a 
250 CZ, it definitely is stronger down 
low. Power buildup is gradual and 
there are no flat spots or sudden 
steps in the power curve. Just nice, 
friendly, good usable power that will 
let the rider make a few mistakes 
without making him look like a one- 
legged Armenian folk dancer on the 
gear-shifting side. 

Yamaha R & D people will surely 
look at this engine with pure envy, 
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oil for their racer. Something called 


: Golden Spectro. Never heard of it 


before, but they swear by it and 
tell people it’s a must for long engine 
life. Hmmmph. Whatever happened 
to that CCI stuff they make? 

Filter is a foam Filtron-like thing 
that is well protected. Could be 
easier to get at, though. 

Front tire is a 3.00x21 knobby, 
rather than the more common 2.75x 
21. We think it’s a wise choice for 
most conditions. 

The bike did not come with si- 
lencer, but we have been informed 
that some models did, and future 
models will. We have also heard that 
the internal wire-mesh silencer they 
are playing with is a real bummer 
and clogs up after a very few races. 
You're probably better off buying 
one of the accessory brands offered

well. I’m sure theres something on 
the accessory market that'll work. 

Another item that could use some 
soul searching is the oil injection 
bag. This plastic dandy holds enough 
for a good long moto, but not much 
more. Anyone contemplating desert 
riding will surely go to the pre-mix 
method. 

Other than these few items, the 
machine is a well thought-out basic 
package done in a straightforward 
manner. Tasty little things like Ak- 
ront rims abound. Not bad.

Even though our engine was a 
torquer, it was still a 250, and need- 
ed frequent shifting for all-out per- 
formance. While changing was slick 
with a short lever throw, we still had 
difficulty finding neutral when we 
wanted it. Even with the bike at rest 
with the engine shut. off. Suzuki 
makes the most elusive neutral in 
the industry. Fortunately, a primary 
kickstart enables the rider to fire up 
with the bike in gear. Ratios were 
well spaced, with no big jumps be- 
tween gears. First was a taste on the 
tall side, but would still pull the bike 
out of the tightest hairpins. 

When you first sit on the 250 Su- 
zuki, the bars feel too low, but after 
putting in a few laps, it’s just like 
old home week. Everything is right 
where it should be and the rider is 
quickly taking instinctive stabs at 
controls—no hunting needed. 

Footpegs are obviously an after- 
thought. You can almost picture the 
scene at the Suzuki factory when 
the machine was completed . . . 
“Well, you guys. Not a bad job. Let’s 
just crate this fine sickle up and ship 
it off to the States for all them round- 
eyes. Uh oh. What's this? No foot- 
pegs? Quick, get me an engineer. 
They’re all gone for the day? Well, 
hell, get someone—anyone—even the 
kid who sweeps up the floor if you 
have to. Let him design the pegs.” 
And for all practical purposes, that 
kid probably did design the pegs. Oh 
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Cable operated rear brake left a lot to 
be desired. If the expansion chamber 
is anything like the 400, itll crack 
easily. Try to crash on the other side, 
if you have a choice. 


Summation of the bike is an easy 
one. We were pleasantly surprised. 
After being accused of bad-mouthing 
all of Suzuki’s bikes for some time, 
we can breathe a collective sigh of 
relief and honestly say, we like this 
one. It’s 114.6784 percent: better than 
the 400. Better take a long hard look 
at this one if youve been consider- 
ing a Yamaha MX. No kidding. @ 
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Our test machine was delivered with 
loose steering head bearings. A little 
on-the-spot maintenance cured the front 
end shaking.

Waterproofing was first-rate, and 
we ran through the deepest swamps 
of Indian Dunes without a falter in 
the spark department. 

Nothing leaked—forks, gas cap and 
engine all stayed clean and dry. 

When we received the bike, the 
throttle was - sticking.

Sand- 
paper (from the official DIRT BIKE 
toolbox) was quickly brought into 
play, and the problem cured. 

Also, we received the bike with 
the rear shocks on two different set- 
tings. Wonder who had it before us 
for testing? Giggle, giggle.

by a DIRT BIKE advertiser. They’ve 
gotta eat too, ya know. 

The kickstarter folds in out of the 
way, but also occasionally flops near 
the bottom of the stroke, leaving the 
rider attempting to kick start the 
world. Also, it’s easy to hit the boot 
heel on the expansion chamber on 
the way down. Some redesigning is 
needed here. 

Forks worked OK. Not the best, 
but acceptable. 

Clutch action was very light and 
we couldn’t make it slip. 

Bike was a first-kick starter every 
time the foot stayed on the kick- 
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Heat the chamber to loosen the carbon, then 
tap it (don’t mash it) with whatever’s handy. 


DECARBONIZING 


it clean—on the inside too 


The most notable symptom is loss of power. In 
short, you will just want to push your bike in the weeds 
and leave it there because it is running so poorly. It 
will also be hard to start, tend to overheat and continue 
running after the key is turned off. To an untrained 
troubleshooter, the symptoms might indicate that the 
timing has slipped or the seals are leaking. 

Carbon accumulates in three places: the combustion 
chamber (piston crown and cylinder head), exhaust 
port, and muffler or chamber. It is unburned residue 
from the lead and other noxious chemicals that are in 
gasoline and what’s left of your $1.50-a-quart Superoil. 

Bikes with oil injection systems use oil more effi- 
ciently than machines using a pre-mix, so they need not 
be checked as frequently, but are still likely to carbon 
up. For all bikes, the amount of carbon buildup is 
dictated, and can be controlled to an extent by the 
amount and type of oil used. Chemical-base lubricants 
generally run the cleanest. Bean (vegetable) oil leaves 
the most residue, and the petroleum-base oils are some- 
where in between. Whatever type you prefer, buy oil 
that is made for motorcycles. It is usually formulated 
to run cleaner. Don’t just go into a filling station and 
buy a can of oil off the rack; what is good for LTDs 
may not be good for motorcycles. Conversely, we 
wouldnt recommend putting Blendzall in Granny’s 
Rambler. 
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Don’t try to clean the crud out of the ex- 
haust ports with the cylinder in place.

you went out to the garage one morning‏ سیگ 
to load up your bike for a day’s riding and found this‏ 
note tucked in the handlebars:‏ 

“Perhaps youve noticed that I’ve been running rath- 
er poorly of late. I don’t start as quickly as in the 
past, nor do I feel as peppy once underway. My tim- 
ing has been placed in every conceivable position, my 
ignition points ache from constant filing and adjust- 
ment, and my brass carburetor jets are mauled beyond 
recognition from frequent removal and replacement. 
All these attempts to revitalize my performance have 
been for naught. I regret to inform you, blind dummy, 
that my top end is so clogged with garbage that I can’t 
breathe. I realize that I am a pet, and as such, I am 
subject to your capricious whims and limited skill with 
a wrench. But I implore you, do something. (signed) 
Your Motorcycle.” 

A note such as this is highly unlikely, yes, but it 
sometimes takes a severe head rapping to make some 
riders aware of the problems that excess carbon can 
cause in their engines. Serious racers rarely experi- 
ence buildup, because they pull their engines down 
frequently and remove the carbon as a matter of course. 
However, the casual trailrider and play racer often per- 
forms only the absolute minimum of maintenance on 
his bike and is more likely to suffer the effects of too 
much black stuff. 
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Carbon will tend to accumulate in the pis- 
ton ring grooves (scrape out with broken 
section of ring)... 

After either torching or burning out the chamber, 
the carbon should be brittle and powdery. Rap the 
pipe with a hammer or a 2 x 4 for a while and the 
carbon should flake off. Shake the carbon out on a 
newspaper and marvel at how much was hidden in the 
chamber. Don’t worry if you can’t shake it all out. 
Whatever is left inside will get blown out when the 
bike is fired up. 

Some machines have removable baffles, in which 
case the baffe should be removed and then be cleaned 
separately. 

The carbon in the cylinder head and on the piston 
crown may be scraped off with a well-worn screw- 
driver (smooth, rounded blade), an artist’s pallet knife, 
a butter knife, a hacksaw blade with a radiused end, 
or what-have-you. Avoid scratching the aluminum sur- 
face of the head or piston. 

Another method popular among us lazy folks, is the 
use of a rotary wire brush chucked up in an electric 
drill. 

Deposits in the exhaust port are usually very hard 
to remove because of the extreme heat generated at 
this point, and the various curves, nooks, and crannies 
that provide effective hiding places. 

Carbon that has been in the engine for a long time 
and/or subjected to extreme heat will not scrape off 
very easily. It can be softened by immersing the part 
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If you’ve read the foregoing and decided that your 
bike suffers from excess carbon, don’t sit back smugly 
and pat yourself on the back for your problem-finding 
wizardry. The worst is yet to come; the carbon must 
be removed. We know sane men who would rather 
change 18 flat tires than do a decarbonizing job. It is 
messy, boring and time consuming. Begin. 

Remove the cylinder, piston, head, and expansion 
chamber from your machine. 

First, let’s work on the chamber. Carbon will have 
accumulated inside the chamber, so there is really a 
problem getting to it. Scrape off the carbon in the 
head pipe and stinger as far down as you can reach. 
Use a long screwdriver. If it has been a long time 
since the bike was last decarbonized, the buildup may 
have to be loosened with heat. 

There are two options. If you have access to an 
acetylene torch, adjust the flame to where it is long and 
blue-yellow, and run it down the head pipe and stinger. 
Heat up the chamber as hot as you can without burn- 
ing the paint off or melting it. 

Another method, and one that we hesitate to even 
mention, is to pour a flammable liquid in the chamber, 
slosh it around, and pour out the excess. Put (or 
throw) a match at the end of the pipe to make the 
vapor flash. Benzene, charcoal lighter, or kerosene will 
do. Be very careful when using this method. It is no 
fun picking little bits of expansion chamber out of your 
forehead. Also, please remove the chamber from the 
bike before attempting any heavy-duty pyrotechnics. 


... and around the top of the cylinder bore. 
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that carbon tends to stick to rough surfaces. So if you 
do a rush job and leave bits of carbon on the parts, 
they will attract residue very quickly and undo your 
cleanup job that much faster. The same goes for any 
gouges that you might put in the aluminum with your 
scraping tool. 

In cases where the carbon buildup is very extreme, 
there will often be a few chunks that simply won't 
come off using the above methods. Use #400 sand- 
paper to get them off ... but do it gently. Scratches 
that were inadvertently administered by your scraping 
tool may also be removed with the sandpaper. 

Most folks find it easier to work on the piston if the 
cylinder is left in place. The piston is brought to top 
dead center and the cylinder holds it in place for easy 
scraping. The only objection we have to using this 
method is the fact that particles of carbon can easily 
find their way into the engine’s crankcases. Carbon is 
very hard and can do bad things to bearings, etc. Use 
an air hose to blast the crumbs away. Don’t get car- 
ried away, though, and force the carbon into the cases 
with too much air pressure. It is impossible to clean 
the exhaust port properly with the cylinder in place 
unless you are a contortionist, in which case you'll be 
doing far more interesting things than scraping grungy 
motorcycle engines. 

After all the carbon is removed to your satisfaction, 
and if you still have a few hours to blow, polish the 
exhaust port, cylinder head, and piston crown. This 
will effectively prevent carbon residue from. building up 
quickly. Sand with #400 paper, then #600 (both 
wet), and finish it off by using some jeweler’s rouge or 
Simi-chrome. 

A good polish job will also help in the performance 


department. After you have achieved a mirror finish, 
admire yourself in the reflection. You'll see a smiling 
face looking out at you. 0

One‘thing to keep in mind when decarbonizing is 


Decarbonizing is tedious and boring, espe- 
cially if it hasn’t been done for a long time, 
but don’t let it get you down. 
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Let’s assume you are in a normal cross-country race. 
A number of very simple rules borne in mind will make 
the passage over rocks much simpler and much safer 
and ultimately, much quicker, once you master these 
rules. The first, probably most important, rule is keep 
that front wheel straight. Any time the front wheel 
deviates from a straight-ahead line, when the wheel 
makes contact with a rock, you are in deep, deep 
trouble. 

A certain amount of front wheel deviation is allow- 
able, if the rocks are firmly embedded into the ground. 
However, one can never really tell when a rock is there 
to stay, or can be easily moved, especially when you 
are passing over it at a great rate of speed. Therefore 
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Mn very competent riders—riders who do well at 
motocross and scrambles—suddenly panic when they 
are faced with bypassing, going over, or going around 
rocks. They really should not have such trepidation. 
A rock is nothing more than another obstacle to be 


overcome. The only thing you must bear in mind is 
that a rock is a totally unique surface. A rock has all 
the undulations and ripples and deformities of all other 
surfaces, except that it is unyielding, to a point. Small 
rocks that are lying on top of other rocks have a habit 
of shifting. A shifting rock acts much like marbles on 
top of other marbles. If you consider the wheel of a 
motorcycle a big marble on top of small marbles, you 
can see that it leads to a very skatey situation. 
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When riding over medium-size rocks, ignore them 
and get your speed up. Instead of turning the wheel 
when making a turn, use body lean to do the job. 


times, in practice this proves nearly impossible. There- 
fore, if the rider is standing on the pegs, any and all 
body weight shifts can be made quickly and easily. 

Rule four is one that takes some getting used to. 
Always try to use the highest possible gear you can. 
In other words, rather than going over a series of rocks 
in second gear with the engine screaming its guts out, 
it is better to go over the same terrain in third gear, 
with the engine torquing its way through, or loafing its 
way through. It just doesn’t pay to over-rev. All you 
will be doing is creating useless wheelspin, and that 
rock may be loose and spin, causing an almost total 
loss of traction. 

The idea, in a nutshell, is to disturb the rocks as 
little as possible as you. are going over them. Rule five 
then must be, whenever possible, to torque your way 
over, rather than rev your way over any rocks. This 
naturally works best with the big engines. On some 
smaller-displacement bikes it may be necessary to play 
with the throttle or even slip the clutch in order to make 
headway. 

The sixth rule applies even more to the smaller- 
displacement bikes than to the big bikes. Pick your 
line and avoid those big rocks. Once you get com- 
mitted to a line, try not to turn. The smaller and less 
powerful your engine is, the more planning and picking 
is necessary. Where a 400cc motorcycle may be able 
to bull its way through a section of rocks, with “on 
again-off again” power, a 125cc racer does not have this 
luxury. Therefore, it takes much more intelligent 
planning to cover this terrain at the same rate of speed. 


your best bet, as previously stated, is to keep that front 
wheel straight. 

This means that whenever possible, you should pick 
as straight a line as possible through rocks. Naturally, 
giant-size rocks, ones that cannot be ridden over, must 
be avoided. But the most successful riders are those 
who pick a line from A to B, and hold that line. You 
are much better off riding over a series of rocks, even 
if they look a little tough, than trying to jiggle or 
dodge your way around them. Of course, common 
sense will be your guide. 

A rider can take a tremendous amount of impact 
from his wheel up to his handlebars, as long as he is 


„going straight ahead. However, if the wheel is turned 


slightly, and a very severe impact is transmitted to the 
wheel, it is very likely that the bars will be ripped out 
of the rider’s hands. Try to let your bike work for you, 
rather than against you. 

The second rule, and one that ties in with the first, is 
keeping your motorcycle vertical. The more straight 
up and down the motorcycle is, the more control you 
will have over the impacts that rocks are most assuredly 
going to transfer up to you. Which brings us to rule 
three. 

As long as you know a certain amount of impact is 
going to be transmitted to you, you would be better off 
standing up on the pegs. Riders who try to ride rocks 
while seated, absorb most of the impact through their 
butt and their spine, tiring them quickly and creating 
an unsafe situation. As long as you are standing up on 
the pegs, it is much easier to make the necessary body 
weight shifts. 

While it is desirable to keep the bike vertical at all

barrow, back up, get a good run at the curb, then you 
will bump over, with very little impact felt. 

Turning in rocks is much like turning in sand, with 
one very very important exception. This exception is, in 
sand you are riding in it quite a bit, where the tire is ac- 
tually down in, and you can use that to build up a lip as 
you go. This doesn’t exist in rocks, unless you have small 
piles of loose rocks, like gravel. Most people don’t realize 
it, but rocks do give incredibly good traction. Tire 
contact on a rock is a very solid mating surface. As 
long as the rider can take advantage of this, there is . 
no reason why he can’t turn almost as fast on a rock 
as he can on a hard, dry surface. 


So FAR WE HAVE CONCERNED Ourselves with going over 
rocks at fairly high speeds and avoiding the more 
difficult rocks. But there are times when a rider simply 
must go over an obstacle and speed is not the prime 
concern. Let’s assume your motorcycle has 12 inches 
ground clearance and you are riding on a trail, and 
blocking that trail is an 18-inch rock. To get over an 
obstacle that big—an obstacle in this case higher than 
your ground clearance—the technique required is much 
different. 

One thing you must bear in mind is, you cannot stop 
in the middle of that transition. You must maintain 
a forward motion. Approach the obstacle in a gear 
low enough to give you sufficient power to go over 
the obstacle. Between 5 and 10 miles an hour is gen- 
erally enough for even the largest rocks. As you ap- 
proach the rock, blip the throttle, lifting or lightening 
the front wheel at the obstacle. In this way you can 
use the forward edge of the rock and this will help 
you to get moving and rolling. If possible, keep the 
front wheel slightly airborne. When you can feel the 
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Always go over the “fat” part of a rock. In this 
way, neither the rock or the front tire will slip . . . 


This admittedly takes a certain amount of skill. Plan 
ahead, while still watching what you are covering. 
Rule seven. Don’t hit the sharp rocks, whenever 
possible. This can cause flat tires, squared rims and 
even destroyed hubs. This, of course, backs up rule 
six about picking a line. You can ride over some in- 
credibly large rocks, as long as they are of the proper 
shape. Round rocks, rocks that have a smooth ap- 
proach and a smooth drop-off, are not that difficult. 
The ones that are sharp transmit an incredible amount 
of force to a very small area on your tire or wheel. 
These are usually the ones that cause all the flat tires. 
Back in rule one, we said that the rider must keep 
the wheel straight. There are obviously times when it 
is impossible to keep the front wheel straight. One of 
these times, naturally, is when the rider must turn the 
motorcycle, because that is the way the course or trail 
winds. In a situation like this, rule eight must read 
clearly: Keep your feet on the pegs and apply power 
when making a turn in rocks. That doesn’t mean that 
you should grab a handful, like one does in deep sand, 
but the power must be applied gently. The power must 
be rolled on. Failure to apply power, when trying to 
negotiate a turn at rocks, means that the rider may slip 
over and the wheel will lose contact with the rocks. 
Power keeps you on top of the rocks, rather than having 
the wheel wedged down in between the rocks, as long 
as the gyro effect, or the rolling effect, of the wheel 
is there. With speed and power up, you are able to 
climb over most rocks, rather then bump into them. 
Draw yourself a mental picture if you will. We have 
all at one time or another pushed a wheelbarrow, 
heavily laden. Push this wheelbarrow up against a 
curb at a very slow speed and the chances are you won't 
make it over the curb. However, take the same wheel- 
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IF YOU ARE GOING TO DO a lot of riding in rocky coun- 
try, then you must consider modification to your motor- 
cycle. Most serious desert riders agree that a fat cross 
section front tire works best in rocks. This gives a 
wider surface than the normal 3:00x21 tire common to 
most dirt bikes today, and also transmits the shock over 
a larger area. Most of the entries in races like the Baja 
1000, Baja 500 and Mint 400 make successful use of 
3.50 or even 4.00x19 trials tires up front. Additionally, 
most riders lace the wheel in a cross-four pattern for 
maximum strength. 

Another trick used by most cross-country and desert 
riders, is wiring the spokes. Wherever two spokes cross, 
it is advisable to loop several lengths of safety wire 
around and twist them securely with a pair of pliers. 
This nearly doubles the effective strength of the wheels. 


Most riders run anywhere from 12 to 16 pounds in 
their tires for normal riding or normal racing. How- 
ever, if you know ahead of time that you will be 
covering largely rock filled country, you would be much 
better off riding higher pressures. The impact, of 
course, will be felt in your hands, arms and shoulders 
and will tire you much more rapidly, but it will prevent 
the tube from being pinched when the rider slams the 
wheel into many of the sharp edges of rocks. 

Some heavy riders on heavy machines run as high 
as 30 pounds tire pressure front and rear. A notable 
amount of success has been achieved using the new 
6-ply tires in the International Six Day-type tubes. 
This does, of course, result in a very, very heavy wheel. 
A 6-ply tire in an International Six Day-type tube 
weighs more than twice as much as a conventional unit 
in a conventional tube. However, they very rarely go 
flat. In fact, they are so successful that when a tire 
does go flat, a rider can keep on riding without too 
much difficulty. Most riders who spend a great deal 
of time racing or riding over rocks use a very stout 
skid plate and one that overlaps slightly, offering some 
protection to the shift and brake pedals. Serious riders 
will also replace standard items that are too brittle or 
unyielding with rebendable items. It is very difficult 
to find a new gearshift lever in the middle of a race, 
but not too difficult to bend a twisted one back into 
some semblance of workability. 

Another must for the serious rock racer is a very 
good chain guard that will not deflect too easily from 
the blow of a rock on the chain guard itself. Failure 
to incorporate a chain guard on your motorcycle might 
mean a rock knocking the chain off of a sprocket, or 
possibly breaking the case in the process. If this hap- 
pens 26 miles out from nowhere, it is not only the end 
of a long race, but the beginning of a long day, or even 
long night, for the unwary rider. 

There are situations where rocks can be used to the 
rider’s advantage. However, these are very few. One 
would be an off-camber slope. Here the rider, if he is 
cautious, can use the rocks as berms. However, the 
steeper the slope, the more tendency for the rock to 
roll away from the wheel making contact, thereby 
causing the rider inadvertently to lay his machine down. 
Areas of loose, small rock, or gravel rock, can be cov- 
ered at a very high rate of speed and can be treated 
much like deep sand. The key here is speed. And 
lots of it. Even though the machine may feel very 
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Attempting to ride between two close rocks can 
result in a front wheel being twisted right out of 
the riders hands. Either go over or around. 


rear wheel make contact with this large rock, roll back 
slightly on the throttle, but don’t close it completely. 
You should have enough forward momentum at this 
time to let the rear wheel climb over the rock. Don’t 
shut your throttle off completely. If you do, you are 
liable to hang the frame, or portions of the bike, up 
on the rock, and that could cause you to crash. As 
soon as possible, get the throttle back on again, even 
if it is only slightly. This way, if your front wheel hits 
first, which in many cases cannot be avoided, you still 
have some power to pull you out of it. A front wheel 
landing with the power off is almost a sure way to 
crash. This is one place where it is absolutely essen- 
tial that the front wheel remains straight. Using this 
technique, rocks that could not possibly be climbed 
through traction, can in this way be passed over by 
sheer momentum. 

Up until now, we have just considered normal garden 
variety rocks, mainly level ground, dry rocks that are 
negotiable. Take that same rock, and place it in a 
stream, and you will end up with a slippery, wet, moss- 
covered obstacle, that requires the total and absolute 
utmost in concentration and throttle control. The key 
here is to maintain as much as possible total tire contact 
with the rock. When going across rocks of this nature, 
it is imperative to go over the fat or solid part of the 
rock. Any attempt to ride even partially off to the side 
would more than likely cause the tire to fall away, as 
well as brake traction and possibly a number of things 
on the bike and on the rider’s body. This is absolutely 
the most difficult kind of rock to cover. 
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remember to get the weight as far to the rear as possi- 
ble, even more so than when braking in sand, or 
normal terrain. The rear brake should be applied 
first, not to the point of lock-up, but enough to slow 
the wheel down, almost to the point of lock-up. Then 
the front brake must be applied slowly, again going to 
the point of lock-up, but not hitting it. As soon as 
the proper amount of speed has been scrubbed off, the 
power must, whenever possible, be rolled on again. 
Whenever you are riding through rocks, with the power 
off, you are at the mercy of any deflection which might 
accidentally hit the tire. 


ONE LAST WORD OF CAUTION. If you are going to ride 
through rocks, chances are, you are going to fall occa- 
sionally on those rocks. When this unfortunate hap- 
pening comes about, the rider must remember to tuck 
in and roll into as much of a ball as possible. The only 
serious injuries occur when an extremity takes the 
initial impact with the rocks. The more area that you 
can have hit the ground, or hit the rocks and make as 
much contact at one time, the more evenly it will be 
distributed and the less the chance of serious injury. 

The most dangerous rocks are the ones that you 
cannot see. Most of these will lurk slightly beneath 
the surfaces in sand and sandwashes. If you suspect 
you are riding in an area that has rocks slightly under- 
neath the sand or slightly covered, then at all times 
during your transition through this area, keep the 
weight totally back as far as possible and keep on the 
pegs. This way, if you feel a sudden wam-bam impact, 
the entire machine should lift off the ground and re- 
cover nicely on its rear wheel. Failure to assume this 
position or having this happen while you are sitting in 
the saddle, can mean that the rear end of the machine 
will kick up violently into the air, sometimes throwing 
the rider over the bars, resulting in the world-famous 
endo. 

If you are descending a hill and the rocks look so 
fierce and so deadly that you are actually wary of riding 
down the hill—then don’t. Stop the machine, shut the 


engine off and bulldog the bike down the hill. Try to 
watch out for rolling rocks, that might roll over, injur- 
ing ankles, feet or toes. Just remember, the nicest thing 
about riding on rocks is having them behind you and 
not having to go over them again. o 
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If youre going to ride in rock-filled terrain, a skid 
plate like this is a must. 


spooky, while covering gravel rock at high speeds, the 
faster you go the more stable your machine will be. 
It just takes some getting used to. 


ONE TYPE OF ROCK FORMATION that puts fear in the 
hearts of even strong men is the rock whoop-de-doo. 
This is just like a normal undulating section, except that 
it is composed entirely of rocks, most of the same size. 
The secret here is to keep both wheels on the ground 
as much as possible. In normal sand whoopdies, riders 
lift their front end over an obstacle and carry it through 
the air for some distance, place it down, then lift again 
and repeat. On rock, the front wheel should stay in 
contact with the rocks as much as humanly possible. 
Here again the throttle must be rolled on; rather than 
snapped on. 

When braking or slowing down in rocks, one must

Forks can be trimmed by using this 
diameter as a guide. Note that this is the 
thinnest point on the tube. Be careful. 
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There’s not a whole lot you can do 
to make the Yamaha motocrossers 
better than stock. 

But there are a few things, like: 

The pipeyness. Both bikes, par- 
ticularly the 360, are more pipey 
than most bikes outside of road 
racing circles. For some riders, this 
is the hot setup; for others, uh-uh. 
Of course, the rider must be aware 
of what he is buying and, if he pre- 
fers grunt instead of whiz, Jones 
recommends he buy a Husky rather 
than the Yammie. For some, these 
words may be too late. Fear not; 
there are many roads to low-end 
ecstasy for the Yamahas, after all. 


One way is to pull the MX cylin-. 


der and head and install the DT2 or 
RT2 Euduro cylinder and head. 
Bolts right on, no sweat. Now you’ ve 
got as fine a cowtrailer as you could 
wish for, and from here you might 
want to tinker with it to get a bit 
more power out of it. Ironic, but 
that’s one way of doing it.

Flo, *bout them new Yamaha 
mo’crossers? They go fast, handle 
decently, look sharp, and don’t cost 
much. Of course, like almost every- 
thing else which is fabricated from 
mere molecules, they could stand a 
bit of improvement. 

In order to find out what can be 
done to make the Yammacrossers 
work a bit better and/or make life 
easier for the owner, we cornered 
Don Jones (coach of the infamous 
Jones Boys and the man most re- 
sponsible for Yamaha’s current suc- 
cess in the dirt), and asked him to 
show us how he smoothes down 
some of the rough spots in the Yam- 
aha DT2MX and RT2 MX package. 

First of all, Don likes em the way 
they come. “There’s not a whole 
lot you can improve on them,” he 
claims. Remember that Don played 
a big part in designing the new 2s. 
So we asked some other experts in 
the field and a few owners to boot. 
The response was about the same. 
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need it, and always keep it nearby. 

The stock pipe is about the best 
pipe you can get anywhere for the 
Yamahas. That’s going to make a 
lot of pipe makers unhappy but such 
is life. Don’t take off the silencer, 
either. It’s bad enough to make all 
that ungodly racket, but dyno tests 
have proven that the stock pipe with 
silencer provides the most power 
throughout the range. 

There is one more improvement 
you can make on the stock setup, 
however: Stick a metal rod up the 
pipe until you feel the resistance. 
Now whack it good with your favor- 
ite hammer, knocking the baffle plate 
out of the way. 

As with all bikes, give your new 
Yamaha special grooming when run- 
ning in. Pay special attention to the 


Systematic use of the drill on the skid 
plate will ensure max strength with 
minimum weight. 
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Cutting away countershaft sprocket cov- 
er lessens weight a bit and eases gear 
changing. Watch the regulations, though. 
ground. Very important you remem- 
ber this. The DT2 and RT2MXs 
come with too stiff (or two stiff) 
springs on the shocks, making the 
bike want to pogo when it should 
just plain go. The springs are held 
in place with circlips, so remove 
them and slide on a good Girling of 
the appropriate rating. The stock 
shocks are good but non-rebuild- 
able. When they wear out save the 
springs and put them on some fresh 
new Konis. 

One nice thing about oil injection 
is you don’t have to hassle mixing 
gas and oil, but one bum thing about 
the Yammies is that the manufac- 
turer suggests you run a lean pre- 
mix in the tank along with the 
oil injection. Even with the con- 
venience of not having to mix some 
15:1 you still have to bother mixing 
some 30:1. In other words, trash 
the oil injection system. Less weight, 
one Jess part to worry about, and 
one less thirsty hole. Unless you go 
in for tidy looks, get rid of the oil 
pumper’s housing cover, too. 

About the front forks: You didn’t 
change the oil? Churl! Do it right 
now. Put in some 10-weight, or 20, 
or whatever suits your needs. You 
might try some automatic transmis- 
sion fluid if nothing else seems sat- 
isfactory. Reams of successful rid- 
ers swear by the stuff. 

The handlebars bend rather 1 
Be sure to buy a spare before you 


Another method, for the 360, is to 
install a 388mm carb. Surprising as 
it may seem, the large venturi will 
flatten out the power band and add 
a bit to the lower regions. Problem 
is, you have to machine a special 
manifold. 

The final route, and perhaps the 
most practical, is to can the flywheel- 
less ignition of the ’crossers and in- 
stall the flywheel magneto ignition 
from the headlighted brother. Like 
the Suzuki 400, much power is lost 
when the bikes come on like sod- 
busters and it takes a heavier-than- 
stock flywheel to smooth out the 
flow of power. The addition of an 
Enduro’s ignition, says Larry Shoe- 
maker of International Motorcycles 
in Canoga Park, California, “is the 
biggest single improvement you can 
make.” 

Another sore spot for some, one 
that is related to the no-flywheel syn- 
drome, is the tendency for the 360’s 
rear brake to lock up and kill the 
motor when all the rider wanted was 
to slow down a bit. The clever 
trick here is to replace the brake arm 
on the rear hub with the arm off a 
YDS-3, an older 250 twin street bike. 
It is shorter than the stock brake 
arm, thus giving the rider a smaller 
amount of leverage when his right 
foot starts stomping. 

Traction has been known to im- 
prove when the rear—or drive — 
wheel stays in contact with the 
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Stock full floating brake anchor, like 
our editor, is both strong and heavy.

ably never thought much of that gas 
cap, anyway. 

Drill a whole bunch of holes in 
the skid plate. Do it systematically 
to obtain max weight reduction and 
still retain strength. Check how 
Jones does it. 

At this point, weight savings can 
only be expensive or nickel-dimed. 
Maybe titanium bars, a new light- 
weight frame, and helium-filled tires 
might help conspicuously, but mucho 
ounces can be dropped by replacing 
some bolts with alloy, dished-out 
affairs, using plastic controls, and 
other subtle fripperies. Consult your 
pocketbook at this point. 

Meanwhile, Don Jones is manu- 
facturing more and more trick good- 
ies for his Yamahas, like aluminum 
right-side case covers, super-light 
frames, ultra-trick triple clamps, and 
other fun items. For more informa-

fork legs with a lathe, is very hip 
these days. The idea is to take as 
much metal off the tubes and still 
leave it on the opaque side. Don’t 
overdo it; the lightest forks in the 
world work lousy when broken. 

Yamaha MX forks are tapered and 
the thinnest point is at the bottom, 
just above the axle. Use this point 
as a guide and bring the rest of the 
leg down to this diameter. No more. 
After that, tape those trick looking 
plastic strips the length of the tube, 
just like the Europeans do. That 
will prevent a rock from wreaking 
havoc upon your handiwork. 

The tank can be replaced with a 
plastic or fiberglass one, which will 
most certainly be lighter. You prob-

spokes. They loosen up like string 
cheese at first and require constant 
hounding until they finally seat. 

Change the oil in the transmission 
as much as possible during the infant 
stages and don’t be afraid to change 
it more than usual the rest of the 
time. Some riders have complained 
about the transmission sticking, be- 
coming hard to shift, and misbehav- 
ing in other ways. In fact, this very 
thing happened to a DIRT BIKE 
test Yamaha. Don Jones tells us 
that the plunger in the shifting 
mechanism is susceptible to lodging 
when bits of loose metal float into 
its path. If you experience this, try 
flushing out the tranny before turn- 
ing the problem loose on a dealer 
who has got a big clipboard and an 
imagination. 

Be sure to watch the engine 
mount bolts. We only know of one 
that busted—Gary Jones—so it was 
probably a fluke. But they will 
loosen, like on most other bikes. 

The Akront-type (as in Ceriani- 
type and Magura-type) rims are OK 
but if you have to replace them, go 
for the real thing. These Akront- 
types are softer than the real, live 
Akronts are. 

Some people like the seat, some 
don’t. About the best seat you can 
get for a replacement is a Husky’s. 
The stock seat lets you slide for- 
ward, not good for some, while the 
Husky saddle is curved upward in 
the front. Also, the stock seat tends 
to fall apart. 

The 360 is a bear to start. It 
fights back. Beef up your defenses 
with the following compression re- 
lease a la Maico: Acquire a compres- 
sion release with a 12-inch reach. 
(Note that the Yamaha takes a 34- 
inch reach lug.) Braze up all the 
holes where the compression usually 
escapes and redrill one hole out 
1/16-inch. Now install it in the 
usual manner and have your buddy 
who rides a Maico show you how 
it’s done. 

If you have found your Yamaha 
to be in top-banana condition and 
still want to tinker, try some weight- 
losing techniques on it. (It wouldn’t 
hurt you to work on your own bod, 
for that matter, but we won’t lecture 
you on that until we clean out our 
own closet.) Anyway, the brake 
anchor rod can be replaced with an 
easy-to-make aluminum replacement. 

Turning the forks, the practice of 
trimming excess metal off lower 
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You too can lose 20 pounds in 8 seconds 


Now, notice that the point where the tire touches 
the ground is behind that pivot axis, and we are ap- 
proaching the moment of truth. The vertical dotted 
line which passes through the axle of the wheel is a 
way to indicate where the tire touches the ground. 

When the contact point of a wheel is behind its 
pivot point, then the effect is called caster and the re- 
sult is that the wheel is being towed along by its pivot. 
This is exactly the same as the “casters” on a grocery 
store shopping cart or on furniture. When the shop- 
ping cart is moving, caster makes the wheel fall in line 
directly behind the pivot. It is caster effect which 
makes the front wheel of a motorcycle want to point 
straight ahead when running. And that, hopefully, 
clarifies the reason for all the dotted lines and all the 
jabberwocky. 

You will note that the place where the tire touches 
the surface is some distance along the ground behind 
the pivot axis. This distance is called “trail,” and is 
typically about 3 or 4 inches. That 3 or 4 inches is, 
in effect, a lever arm which pulls the wheel back 
straight when it gets crooked. 

In our simplified sketch, it is obvious that the trail 
exists because there is some rake. More rake will pro- 
duce more trail, and the reverse. It’s that reverse part 
that will do it to you, as we will see. 

If the rear of the bike is elevated for some reason, 
then the rake angle will be reduced and the trail will 
be reduced. Figure 2 is a series of sketches showing 
what happens to trail when a bike gets nose down. 
In A, the bike has its normal attitude. In B, it is 
starting to kick up its heels and, as you can see, the 
trail is diminished. In C, trail is zero. And in D, 
the fork is actually tilted forward and the trail has re- 
versed. The place where the tire touches the ground 
is ahead of the fork pivot axis. This produces totally 
unstable steering geometry and the result will be in- 
stant disaster.

a knows that landing on the front wheel 
causes giant endos. But not everyone knows why; in 
fact, very few people know why. After all, the front 
suspension has more travel than the rear and should 
be able to absorb shock as well, if not better. Right? 
But that (sadly) is not how it works. 

If you are really interested in finding out why front 
wheel landings can be so painful, one way to find out 
is to go out to your favorite jump and do a few front 
wheelies. Then try to analyze what happened. After 
all, youll have plenty of time in the hospital to do 
some thinking. 

A more effective and painless way is to find out a bit 
more about how a motorcycle’s front end works. May 
I take a brief moment out of your busy life to explain? 

To begin, you have to understand two terms which 
are basic to the workings of your bike’s steering mech- 
anism: rake and trail. Kindly observe the sketch of a 
motorcycle in Figure 1. Note that the forks are tilted 
at an angle called the rake angle. This angle is usually 
around 30 degrees, measured from an imaginary line 
perpendicular to the ground passing through the front 


axle. 
When the front wheel turns left and right, it pivots 


on a line which passes through the steering head of 
the frame. For the sake of discussion, we will assume 
that this is the same as the fork angle. So observe the 
dotted line which goes through forks, right down to 
the ground. 

This dotted line designates a point, at ground level, 
which is the turning axis of the front wheel. 
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Figure 3 


attempted a sharp right turn up the gully bottom. I ex- 
pected, because the bike was tilted so much in com- 
parison to the flat bottom of the gully, that it would 
have reverse trail. I consequently prepared to muscle 
the handlebars as the wheel turned. 

However, I couldn’t do it. The reverse trail forced 
the bars over to full lock and I sadly bit the dust. 

The same situation can happen when you are trail 
riding and come to a drop-off. Or it can happen on 
the MX track going down one of the “waterfalls” that 
bulldozer freaks like to dig into courses. If you drop 
the front wheel while the rear wheel is still on the top 
of the drop-off, you can read these golden words again 
while you are recuperating. It’s better to jump out, 
keeping the bike as horizontal as possible, and landing 
rear wheel first. It is possible to land on the front 
wheel and maintain control if you hold the handlebars 
exactly straight. However, once the wheel starts to 
turn, the forces are often so great that the rider cannot 
hold on to the bars. 

If you please, let us blow away a myth, before I 
said adios. Rake and trail do not change because a 
bike is going up or down a hill. You do not have 
more rake going up and less going down. Rake is 
affected by the attitude of the bike with respect to 
the surface under it and it doesn’t matter if that sur- 
face is tilted up or down, as long as both wheels are 
on it. It’s when the rear wheel comes off the ground, 
or when the rear wheel is propped up on a bank and 
the front wheel is on level ground that these bad 
things happen. 

Anyway, next time you are wearing a Band-Aid on 
your nose, you can say it was reversed trail that did 
you in. Thank you very much, and as Roy Rogers and 
Dale Evans used to say, Happy rake and trails to you. @ 
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When the tire contact point is ahead of the pivot 
axis, all it wants to do is get around to the back where 
it belongs. It will attempt to do this promptly and 
forcefully. The forces involved are the weight of the 
bike and rider, and the resulting momentum. 

A brief moment of quiet contemplation will cause 
us to remember that the front forks and wheel on a 
scooter cannot rotate 180 degrees. There are, instead, 
some alarming side effects, heretofore described as fan- 
dango. First the fork hits the stop on the frame, and 
then the bike and rider do cartwheels. 

It should be apparent that any forward tilting of 
the fork reduces rake, trail, caster effect, and stability. 
When trail reverses you are almost certain to crash. 

Is it possible for these bad things to happen? Most 
of us can say yes, through sad experience. Let’s look 
at some numbers. If we assume that the fork has a 
normal rake of 30 degrees, then if the bike were tilted 
forward by 30 degrees, rake would be zero and the bike 
would be on the verge of reversed trail. 

Figure 3 illustrates this. The question is, “How 
high off the ground is the rear wheel when this hap- 
pens?” If we assume that the “backbone” of the frame 
is about 45 inches long, and make some simplifications; 
then, through the magic of simple geometry, the answer 
turns out to be about 26 inches. 

Call it 2 feet, more or less. This is about the diame- 
ter of a tire. It is not unusual to see novices leaping 
about with their rear wheels higher than their front 
wheels. It is also not unusual to witness the demise 
of riders assuming this attitude. 

This reversed trail problem doesn’t only happen to 
novices, and it doesn’t only happen at speed. The 
other day I was out practicing crafty trials riding. I 
crept slowly down a steep bank into a sandy gully and 
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good place to try Hand Handler. One rider put his Hand 
Handler on before leaving for the races and the other 
put his on at the track, immediately before the event. 

As it turned out, the rider who had been wearing the 
Hand Handler long before the race, swore it was the 
greatest thing to happen since the swingarm. However, 
the other rider (who applied it directly before the race) 
said that it worked OK, but was starting to peel back 
at the edges halfway through the 2-hour Grand Prix. 

This turned out to be the secret of making Hand 
Handler work as it’s intended. Apply it early to very 
clean hands, knead, or press on the pad for a while. 

Here’s the drill: 

After you get all the equipment loaded in the morn- 
ing, go into the house and wash your hands with soap 
and water, making sure you get all the grease and oil off. 

Saturate the area to be covered with the supplied 
Swedish Balsam. This is a super-sticky liquid that is 
rumored to be taken from concentrated leaking Huskys, 
but were not sure. Allow a minute for the adhesive to 
become tacky. Blowing on it, or holding the hand in the 
sunlight speeds up the process. 

Take one of the pre-cut pads and peel the backing 
off, starting from one edge. Place it over the palm and 
press it in place with your fingers. At first, it doesn’t 
seem to want to stick—but give it a few minutes. 

On the way to the track, squeeze the steering wheel, 
or a pop bottle, occasionally, to improve the adhesion. 

You are now ready for a full day of riding, and it 
will stay in place. 

If something other than your palm is tender, you'll 
find a few square pads also included in the kit and 
these can be cut to any shape or size with a pair of 
scissors. You are only limited by your imagination as 
to where you can apply Hand Handler. 

If you take the time to apply Hand Handler cor- 
rectly, itll save you some sore hands. Most shops carry 
it and the tab is $3.90—or order directly from JT Racing 
Imports, Box A, Bonita, California 92002. ات‎

E... shake hands with a serious dirt rider? One 
of the guys who competes on a regular basis? Usually, 
it’s like shaking hands with a tree root. Callouses are 
on the palm in heavy layers, and the thumb and first 
finger usually look like they’ve been used to pound nails. 
You'll also probably find half-healed blisters with fresh 
blisters poking through. Yep, dirt riding is tough on the 
hands. 

It’s even tougher for the guy who doesn’t have his 
hands in some kind of shape. The occasional rider with 
no callouses who decides to enter a 100-mile desert race 
will end up looking like a pound of ground round is 
hanging from each wrist. 

Up until recently, we've been forced to rely on a 
good pair of gloves liberally sprinkled with talcum 
powder for protection. While this helps, it’s not a total 
answer. 

Recently, JT Racing Imports came out with a product 
that claimed to keep your tender pinkies in one piece. 
The product is appropriately named Hand Handler. We 
called up John Gregory (high-rolling owner of JT Rac- 
ing Imports) and got him to send a batch of Hand 
Handler to us for evaluation. In the process, we found 
out that John is one of the faithful—a dyed-in-the-wool 
dirt freak. He pilots a 400 Husky and races desert every 
weekend—obviously a rider who has had more than a 
few blisters and abused hands. 

The DIRT BIKE staff had two riders entered in the 
recent Four Aces Grand Prix, and this seemed like a

a fellow dirt freak firstly. And while 
he’s a decent rider, he still falls be- 
hind the schedule occasionally when 
riding enduros. So he made the 
Pioneer to his specs: that is, a bike 
that works well for the tight stuff, 
but still has a measure of stability at 
make-up-time speeds. 

It’s exceedingly difficult to give a 
machine “everything” in the way of 
handling, without sacrificing some- 
thing. The something the Ossa gives 
away is a hunting, or searching effect 
at high speeds on hard ground. The 
phenomenon is similar to the famed 
Bultaco front end washout. On the 
Bul, riders quickly learn to use 
power (and lots of it) to keep the 
rear wheel driving, thereby nullify- 
ing the slight washout tendency. 

With the Pioneer, the rider should 
never be called upon to work at these 
extremes of cornering correction. 
This is an enduro bike and, if the 
rider is on hard dry ground, he 
should not be behind schedule and 
would have no reason to ride at rac- 
ing speeds. 

If the rider is on soft or sandy 
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are he’s scrambling as hard as he 
can every minute of the enduro, try- 
ing to make up lost time. Making 
up lost time means riding very, very 
hard and fast through incredibly 
rough terrain. Terrain that one would 
never find on a motocross course. 

Which brings us to the Ossa Pio- 
neer and the reason for its existence. 
This machine is designed expressly 
for riding on time in the serious en- 
duros with the least amount of rider 
effort expended. Or, if you lose time, 
it’s designed to help the rider make 
that time back. One can almost see 
John Taylor at the drawing board 
when the bike was being designed, 
thinking stuff like . . . “Well, let’s see 
now, it’s got to have a tad more rake 
up front for some high-speed sta- 
bility.” John ought to know. Hes 
had more than a few branches whip 
across his goggles while riding in 
those dark Eastern forests. 

Taylor, if you don’t know, is the 
head of Yankee Motors secondly, and

Note heard riders say it be- 
fore . . . “You guys that ride moto- 
cross are out of your tree! That’s too 
dangerous to ride. Crashing into 
each other, blowing engines up all 
the time, running around flat out—no 
time to enjoy the scenery. Nosirree, 
that’s not for me. I’m gonna ride en- 
duros. So’s I can take it easy and en- 
joy the surroundings and all that 
kinda stuff. Yep, enduros are just 
plain fun riding.” 

The people who make statements 
like the above usually have never 
ridden an enduro before. Sure, en- 
duros are fun. Great fun at that. But 
easy? No way. And if you think that 
the ride is going to be a leisurely one, 
forget it. Even the guys who win all 
the gold at enduros work awfully 
hard to do it. 

And the average rider? Chances 
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rear brake has poor sensitivity. Come 
to think of it, we cannot think of a 
single cable-operated rear brake that 
we have ever been enthusiastic 
about. 

All the power in the Pioneer is us- 
able, but we expected more than 
was present. While performance is 
brisk, it is not as fast as Bultaco 
Matadors we have ridden in the past. 
However, the Pioneer has more low- 
end torque than the Matador. 

One thing about the Pioneer that 
puzzled us was the reaction of the 
front end when a rock was hit. Most 
other bikes would make note of the 
rock with a loud “thwack” and that 
was the end of it. The Ossa, how- 
ever, would snap up violently. 
Straight and sudden. The forks 
worked just fine during all other con- 
ditions, but would simply knife up 
into the air under the rock/impact 
condition. We don’t know why. 

We asked other Pioneer owners 
about this sensation, and they were 
pleased (and surprised) to find that 
we noted the same sensation that 
they had. Most thought that it had 
been a peculiarity of their machines. 

Comfort is a must on long enduros, 
and here the Pioneer rates well. The 
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riders will rarely have to use low 
gear for anything. Second gear will 
pull easily from a dead stop, even 
on a fairly steep grade. Heavy fly- 
wheels help to smooth out the power 
pulses. When you whack the throt- 
tle open for more power, the rpm 
build gradually, keeping that all-im- 
portant tire/ground contact. Wheel- 
spin is minimum and the bike will 
move smoothly ahead, rather than 
dig trenches. 

Conversely, when the throttle is 
backed off, the revs die slowly. This 
should be allowed for when ap- 
proaching a corner, as it takes much 
more braking effort to slow down 
the bike. 

We were disappointed with the 
rear brakes, but must point out that 
their ineffectiveness is largely due to 
the heavy flywheels. The engine 
works against the brakes, hindering 
their efficiency. To prove this, one 
has only to come to a halt in a nor- 
mal fashion, then brake with the 
clutch held in. Quite a difference. 

Some rear end hop was experi- 
enced while braking, especially on 
downhills. Ossa should incorporate a 
full-floating assembly like Yamaha’s, 
especially since the cable-operated 
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ground, the washout characteristic 
completely disappears and the bike 
is as good as many all-out moto- 
crossers. The sole noted exception 
is too much weight on the front due 
to necessary enduro instrumentation 
and lights. 

As an enduro machine, frame ge- 
ometry cannot be faulted. Trickling 
the bike around trees, rocks, stumps 
and bumps at low speeds is a very 
natural thing as long as the rider 
is on the pegs. 

Keeping the Pioneer working at a 
brisk pace (the 25 to 45 mph range) 
is where the machine is happiest. 
Here, everything seems to flow 
smoothly and the suspension can 
cope with most surface irregularities. 

At this speed range, the rider can 
remain seated most of the time, keep- 
ing the fatigue level down. Only 
when the speed is raised over cobby 
terrain must the rider remain on the 
pegs. 

While the shocks do a reasonable 
job, they are set up for the slow going 
of Eastern woods riding. Here, the 
rider must cope with mire, mud and 
ultra-slow riding conditions. These 
soft shocks work well under this kind 
of demand, but don’t hack it in 
standard form for rough ground at 
high speeds. 

Some tampering is in order to get 
the Betor shocks right for other than 
Eastern woods riding. Fortunately, 
they are rebuildable units and can 
be disassembled without too much 
sweat. Most riders just add a heavier 
oil, but some who weigh over 200 
pounds are forced to change some 
of the internal discs to a different 
size. They may have to be ordered 
from Betor, as most shops do not 
stock internal shock hardware. It 
might be worthwhile for the Pioneer 
owner to keep two pairs of shocks: 
one set for conventional enduro rid- 
ing and another for a mud run. Pio- 
neer owners we have talked with 
swear by Konis and say that they 
do a good job under all conditions. 

The forks also come with a very 
light oil inside, but this is a very 
simple matter to change. Ours leaked 
slightly, but we’ve come to expect 
this from all Spanish bikes—with no 
exceptions. They simply do not have 
access to high quality neoprene in 
Spain and must manufacture seals 
from spoiled goat’s milk, or some- 
thing perishable of that nature. 

Due to the tremendous low-end 
grunting power of the Pioneer, most 
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Vinyl shroud protects air filter. IRZ 
carb is a nice unit, though it leaked gas 
into the crankcase. 


BITS AND PIECES ON THE PIONEER. 
Footpegs are mudders and hold the 
boot well. Too bad they’re not spring 
loaded. 

Fiberglass looks just fine, but we 
suspect that after a hard fall or two, 
it wont be all that pretty. Wed 
rather see some flexible Petty-type 
stuff or metal. 

Sidestand was one of the worst de- 
signed we have ever seen. It would 
wedge in right against the knobby 
tires and induce all kinds of neat 
thrills. 

Personal attention to Kenny Clark 
of Yankee Motors: You owe me a 
new right-hand MX glove. Mine got 
torn all to hell when I took a header 
over the bars when that damned 
thing locked the wheel up. Mumble, 
mumble. 

When we put a torch to the stand 
and gave it a few official DIRT BIKE

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durable and quiet. 


get some miles on them, they get 
looser. 

A bike like the Pioneer would be 
a natural choice, if the rider was to 
ride in something like the 500-mile 
Greenhorn Enduro. 

Returning again to compare the 
Ossa with the Matador, the riders 
legs are in a much more natural posi- 
tion with the Ossa. The Ossa’s ride, 
at normal trail riding speed, is posi- 
tively relaxing. It would not be diffi- 
cult to run several tanks of gas 
through the bike in a single riding 
session. 

Overall looks and finish of the ma- 
chine are stunning. Attention to the 
little things is like Fun City. Ex- 
ample: the neat method of remov- 
ing the seat with two simple plastic 
knurled knobs. Not only does this 
give the rider access to electrics, but 
it also allows him to get at the lid of 
the tool compartment (in the rear 
fender). 

Another example: The vinyl cover- 
ing around the carb and air cleaner 
is held in place with Velcro, and can 
be tugged in and out of place in 
fractions. 

Example: The use of an IRZ carb, 
instead of one of the curses of Spain, 
the Amal. This carb is so far ad- 
vanced compared to the Amals on 
the other Spanish bikes, that it’s al- 
most ludicrous/ pathetic. Choose one. 


Slow-speed handling was A-l, 
through funky pilings.

Memphis Style 


De Soto Cycle Ranch-tight with plenty of traction By JOHN G. STONEBRAKER

Saturday before the race, remarked in the manner of a 
typical long-winded professor, “Neat, slick but neat.” 

Barry Higgins, “Pretty good.” 

Wyman Priddy, “A real good track.” 

Sonny DeFeo, “One of the best tracks I’ve been on, 
but a little hard to pass on.’ 

An AMA official (comment from the other side), 
“Quite similar to the Eastern motocross tracks. A very 
good surface.” 

Brief endorsements, to be sure, but quite positive. 

De Soto is a relatively narrow track, a mile in length, 
with plenty of uphills, downhills, and turns. The sur- 
face is reasonably dust-free and has a loamy base; great 
for berm building. For the rider, the challenge seems 
to be in the tight switchbacks and off-camber turns. 
Ninety-five percent of the track is visible from the 
spectator areas, and ample snow fencing protects both 


Won Hernando de Soto, the sailin’ Spaniard, was 
truckin’ around the Memphis area trying to discover 
the Mississippi River, he never thought that he would 
have the distinction of having a motocross track named 
after him. But Hernando’s name jumped right out of 
the history books and on to the sign at De Soto Cycle 
Ranch in Memphis. 

The mid-South has been maturing lately in the 
realm of off-road motorcycle competition and in general 
public acceptance of the sport. De Soto Cycle Ranch 
fits into the picture nicely, by providing riders with a 
challenging course and race fans with a convenient, 
well run facility. 

At a recent AMA Professional motocross, some of 
the top riders in the East voiced their opinions of the 
track: 

Gary Bailey, who taught a motocross school on the 
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surely bend your duckbill, if not your whole body, and 
that somebody tried to plow a cotton field right at the 
bottom of the hill. If you don’t have good suspension, 
a little prudence, savvy, fear, or all of the above, you'll 
find yourself on your head with a bunch of wild-eyed 
riders bearing down on your supine body. 

There is some relief in the form of a short uphill 
straight, but it is followed by a sharp switchback to 
the left that you can take in second to third, depending 
on how hard your bark is. Another short straight fol-

the riders and spectators from each other. 

Get your 400 Scumbag on the line and let’s see what 
you will encounter on the course. The starting gate 
flops and you drop the hammer and hook it down the 
starting area straight. This quickly narrows to a space 
wide enough for about seven bikes at the end, with a 
gentle sweep to the left and down a long hill. You 
can really gas it through this area, but as you get about 
three-fourths of the way down the hill, you discover 
three things: a gentle sweep to the right at the bottom 
of the hill with a large tree on the outside that would

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it, as the straight which follows is narrow and treacher- 
ous—with ruts and furrows which reach out for your 
front wheel and your body. 

De Soto Cycle Ranch MX demands three very basic 
rider skills: concentration, the ability to negotiate many 
different types of corners, and a willingness to pass 
when it may not be prudent. The reward is a pleasant 
Southern atmosphere, good folks, and a satisfying, post- 
race cool one. ٠

berm shot for the faster riders. Another switchback 
to the left, and then a short straight with a ridge in 
the middle of it. As your bike crests the ridge, you 
see an immediate hard left followed by a dropaway 
jump and a long downhill run. 

This is the spot where the better riders can do 
some passing, but it is white knuckle all the way. At 
the bottom of the hill there is a nice U-turn which can 


be taken by riding the berm all the way, followed by 


a bumpy, slightly uphill straight. 

A sharp left turn and you find yourself on a choppy 
short straight with a sharp right at the end of it. After 
this turn, there is a short straight followed by a sweeper 
to the left. Here is another opportunity to hook it on 
and, about the time you have a good turn of speed up, 
another dropaway jump sends the ground away from 
you. As you land, you have a very fast downhill straight 
leading into a flat and slippery U-turn. Get on it too 
soon here and you'll screw your footpeg into the ground. 

An uphill straight follows, with a gigantic jump right 
in the middle of it. After the jump, you have a good 
run to set up for a long high-speed sweeper to the left 
around a pond. A short straight and another jump 
later, you find yourself entering a tight sweeper to the 
right with a jump at the exit of the turn. This is the 
start-finish line. As you land, you really have to watch

Don't waste your time install- 
ing them on a stock MXer; they 
serve no purpose and would just 
make the forks heavier. 9

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it out going up a hill, the engine 
melted. 

Hank went out and bought a new 
piston and put it in. Was he mad! 
Not about having to install the pis- 
ton, but because of all the strange 
Italian writing on top of it. He 
thought it was foreign or something.

bends, it worked just like it should. 
It is now no longer pretty, however. 

Speedo is mounted in a rubber 
spider web—neat and keeps vibration 
down. 

Don’t leave the gas tap on over- 
night. Sure as hell, the needle will 
allow gas to fill up the lower end. 

Skid plate is one of the better stock 
ones we have seen. 

The bike packs double better than 
anything weve tried lately. It just 
doesn’t seem to make any difference 
to the engine whether there’s one or 
two on board. 

Kickstarter looks weird and is a 
fantastic calf-gouger if the foot slips 
off. Which it usually does. 

Nice quiet exhaust system; could 
use a tad more heat shield up front. 
Bike starts first kick, almost every 
time. In summation, the Pioneer 
gives the rider a great deal for the 
money. Overall quality is good and 
the package seems well thought out. 
It’s more than obvious that the bike 
was designed by those who ride, not 
by a hit-and-miss attempt to satisfy 
the over-glutted enduro market. It’s 
a good motorcycle. And it'll probably 
be a good one five years from now. @
